The drawings are objected to because all elements of each drawing are suggested to be 
labeled (for example, see front page of WO 98/47240, also assigned to the present inventor).

In claim 7, the phrase "which estimate is weighted by said time statistic" is 
suggested to be changed to "in which the estimate (Xp) is weighted by said time statistic" 

b. In claim 9, the phrase "the instantaneous impulse response" is suggested to be 
changed to "an instantaneous impulse response". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 13 and 14 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to define each variable of in each equation. The variable I is not defined in the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-12 are allowable over prior art references (if above objections are overcome) 
because related references do not disclose estimating an impulse response of a plurality of 
channels, and correcting the impulse response by weighting the impulse response by a space 
statistic and an estimate of additive noise.
